East Side Jewish Homes 
Hardest Hit By Raids; 
New Year Services Cut

LONDON—They raised their weary heads along Whitechapel Road 


in the East End Monday morning to cheer ironically the spectacle of 
a shot down, wingless Nazi bomber transported by a lorry, then went 
back to the unending task of shifting mountains of debris and shattered 
glass, the result of a ten-hour downpour of bombs which devastated 
entire streets of London’s ghetto, leaving hundreds homeless and with- 
out means of livelihood. 

Hardly a single street, from the main thoroughfare to the mean 
back streets housing the poorest workers, escaped untouched. Every 
other side street was blocked by piles of rubble cascaded from wrecked 
houses, while a big section of the main thoroughfare was cordoned off 
because of the danger of falling walls and knee-high debris along both 
sides. 

Throughout the entire district squads of workmen were clearing up 
wreckage and sweeping up the inch-deep layer of pulverized glass, while 
merchants and their assistants worked feverishly to restore their 


premises to “business as usual.”

Commenting on the East End bombing, Hannen Swaffer, noted 
commentator, declared in the London Daily Herald: “Jew and Gentile 
have never been so close. The differences Fascism tried to foster, Nazi 
bombs have destroyed. 

Large Proportion of Dead Jewish 

Many Jewish families were homeless and scores of Jewish mer- 
chants were ruined after Hitler’s attacks. A considerable proportion of 
the air-raid casualties, estimated at 400 killed and more than 1,000 
seriously wounded, were residents of London’s largest Jewish district, 
in the East End, which received several high explosives and hundreds 
of incendiary bombs. 

In one section of the Jewish district almost every other street has 
been roped off. Demolition squads were busy roping off weakened 
buildings and removing debris. Numerous Jewish families, carrying all 
the belongings they could salvage, trudged off in search of new shelter. 
Household possessions were piled near dwellings which were deemed 
unsafe, guarded by sad-eyed Jewish residents. 

A tour of the district revealed an unforgettable scene. Possibly 
500 incendiary bombs had been dropped at random into the district,

‘many of which found their mark in poor working class homes and small 
shops, gutting them thoroughly and leaving only trembling brick walls 


surrounding heaps of rubble. 


High explosives also were dropped in the district with amazing 
results. Walking up one street the J. T. A. correspondent passed a row 
of brick two-story houses which seemed to have escaped damage. The 
doors were firmly closed, the windows were not shattered and even a 
milk bottle placed on a doorstep remained. Turning the corner this 
correspondent saw that a bomb had completely pulverized the houses, 
except for the front walls which had become nothing more than screens 


for heaps of smoking debris. 


In another street many houses were untouched except for one with 
its front blown out and the upper floors sagging crazily. One of the 
most pathetic sights was that of bearded traders fumbling dazedly 
among the rubble to salvage something from the small shops which 


represented their livelihood. 


The residents were still exchanging experiences, recounting miracu- 
lous escapes. One heavy high-explosive bomb scored a direct hit on a 
shelter holding 1,000 persons, but casualties were fewer than a handful. 
A second bomb shattered a large shop on the, main street of the district 
and dug a terrific crater just alongside a basement shelter in which 
there were 8('0 people who were untouched. 


Shell Hits Near Jewish Hospital 


A third fell in the soft earth of a park fifty yards from a large 
Oddly, though not a single window was undamaged 
in all the buildings within a hundred-yard range, the hospital itself was 
untouched. None of the persons sheltered in the hospital was injured, 
the only casualties being passersby who failed ‘to take over.

Everyone agrees that these people are standing up to the danger 
Air-raid precaution officials and police of the district 
complain that their chief difficulty is in keeping the people in the 
shelters during a raid if nothing can be seen and heard in the imme-

Their adaptation to new and abnormal conditions of life is remark- 
able. In some streets, residents, particularly the oldsters, go to the 
shelters at dusk with mattresses and bed clothes to spend the entire 
night. Neighbors have organized to take turns in keeping the shelters | 


clean and habitable. 


Even oldsters who do not know a word of English have caught onto 
the tricks. They do not wait for the sirens. As soon as they see the 
police instructing bus drivers to put out bus lights they trot home and 
warn their families to take their bed clothes and proceed to the shelter. 
A current joke describes the “well-furnished bedrooms for rent” in the 


public shelter. 


One oldster in a shelter I visited during Friday’s raid was busy 
reassuring his Jewish and non-Jewish neighbors in Yiddish that they 
really were in little danger, pointing out that Madrid had been bombed 
for two years but few persons were killed. The general attitude of the 
older Jews is that this bombing is just another method of Hitler’s to 


afflict the persecuted Jews further. 


I had to leave the shelter before the “all clear” sounded. One 
bearded old man tried to dissuade me. “If you have to die, you have to 
die, but why go looking for a bomb?” he asked. 


I found all the workshops and factories of the district hard at work 


despite the raid warning.

NEW YORK—Dedicated to the memory of Felix M. Warburg, the 
second of ten volumes of the Universal Jewish Encyclopedia, in Epo. 
lish, was published this week, according to an announcement by Rabbi 
Isaac Landman, editor-in-chief, who is also director of the Academy 


for Adult Jewish Education, The 
remaining volumes are scheduled 
to appear at approximately three- 
month intervals, the entire set to 
be completed by the end of 1941. 

Containing 656 pages, upward of 
1,100 articles and 513 illustrations, 
Volume II embraces all of the letter 
B and part of C—from Beal 
through Canada. The illustrations 
of Volume II comprise a number of 
five-color reproductions, maps, 
charts and rare facsimile docu- 
ments, in addition to black and 
white photographs.

i? OUR. town there occurred recently the na- 
tional convention of the Agudath Israel, the 
organization that has to do with preserving ultra- 
Orthodoxy. 

Some of our people were embarrassed by the 
large number of rabbis with long coats and long 
beards who were going about town. Some of 
them wore the satin, padded coats and the wide 
fur-trimmed hats of the chassidic persuasion. 
There was special distress in our community be- 
cause one of the daily papers printed the picture 
of a large group of these bearded rabbis—a veri- 
table forest of beards, some thought. 

It was asked: “What will people say when they 
look at this? Is such an exhibition good for us? 
No, it isn’t good for us.” 

I confess that I myself don’t like beards. So 
deeply did I feel on the matter of these beards, 
especially because of their implications when 
seen on Jewish faces, that I was on the point 
of issuing an appeal to the visiting clergy: 
“Reverend sirs, be so good as to remove your 
beards during your stay in our city. The non- 
Jewish public is against beards and you will do 
a great service to Israel in our city if you took 
yours off. Our Jewish people feel that beards are 
un-American. 

Doubtless, the rabbis .would have protested. 
Who was I to repeal an ordination that was es- 
tablished in the Torah? Beards, they would have 
told me, contain more or less sacred connotations. 
I should as soon invite them to mass in St. Peter’s 
Cathedral as to ask them to remove their beards. 
It was the same kind of affront. 

“But gentlemen,” I would have argued, “a lot 
of our people feel dreadfully upset on account of 
~your beards. They say your beards make for anti- 
Semitism. It is like an evil fruit growing out of 
your beards, you may say. Remember, gentle- 
men, Jews have given up much more than beards 
for the sake of Israel. Many in olden times gave 
up their lives. Can you not for Israel’s sake sac- 


rifice your beards for the period you are in our: 


city?” 
* * */ 

INALLY the wisest one among them surely 

would have said: “All right then, Mr. Segal, 
I’ll remove my beard. It’s the least a man can do 
for afflicted Israel in your city. God will fore- 
give me, knowing as He does, that I have done 
it for the happiness of Israel in your community. 
I shall’ go and submit myself to the barber, Lo! 
My entire countenance will be nakedly exposed 
to the sight of men and my beard will no longer 
give offense to any Jew or non-Jew.” 

“That’s the idea, reverend sir! It’s all a matter 
of being pleasing. We must please everybody 
and then everything will be all right with us.” 


“But, Mr. Segal, I must confess something. 
It’s between you and me. That’s understood, 
isn’t it?” 


“Yes, perfectly!” 

“TI shall tell you: I have a wart on my cheek! 
When my beard has been cut away this wart will 
be discovered.” 

“But rabbi! What’s a wart? A lot of people 
have warts. A wart’s nothing to worry about. 

“Yes, my friend, but you don’t understand\ 
Mine is a Jewish wart! That make a big differ- 
ence. Millions of people have warts which are 
tolerated. But consider: Will they tolerate my

wart when it is exposed? Remember, it is a 
Jewish wart. The anti-Semites will say: ‘He 
can’t fool us. His Jewish beard is off but look at 
the Jewish wart on him. We are against Jewish 
warts the same as we are against Jewish beards.’ 

“So you see, my dear Mr. Segal, it would be a 
vain sacrifice of a beard. I should delight to do 
anything for the happiness of the Jewish people 
of your city, but what’s the good if a Jewish 
beard is removed only to expose a Jewish wart?” 

* * a 

Artes considering the matter in the light of 

this wisdom I decided to drop the idea of per- 
suading the rabbis to take off their beards while 
in our city, I tolerated them the whole week they 
were in town. Through the unimpeded view that 
my own clean-shaven face offers my eyes, I could 
see that they had a unique idea. 

It had to do with God and on account of Him 
they were having this meeting. . There hadn’t 
been any big meetings for God’s sake. Jewish 
conventions have had to do more with Hitler and 
what to make of him and other anti-Semites. In 
Jewish life God hadn’t been of late the old Com- 
forter who healed the pain of the fathers. In 
some sections of Jewish life, as in a large area 
of non-Jewish life, God had become an antiquity 
foreign to a streamlined age. 

But these bearded people had come to our city 
with the idea that God is ultimately of far greater 
importance in the affairs of the world than Hitler. 
Hitler was an evil phase; they weren’t troubled 
as much about him as about the status of God in 
the world. 

They were particularly distressed because peo- 
ple have been inquiring: “Where is God? This 
Ged of justice about whom we were taught? The 
God of mercy of whom it was written that he 
sustained the living with loving kindness and 
healed the sick and quickened the dead? Where 
is he?” 

hese questionings suggested that God was no 
lenger in the hearts of many men and that the 
ancient faith no longer was a hot flame to keep 
their souls warm in adversity. If God was no 
longer in their hearts, then Hitler had won a 
great victory—greater than the conquest of 
France and Belgium, Holland, Norway and Den- 
mark. He had caused men to lose their faith in 
God and to give their fearful reverence to the 
power of Stukas,tanks and bombs. Hitler had de- 
throned God. 

And if God was not in the hearts of men, what 
became of compassion and justice, or righteous- 
ness and loving-kindness? These lights gone, 
Hitler will have wrought a complete devastation. 

These meditations oppressed the souls of the 
:abbis who had come to our city to do something 
about restoring God. They knew Him well from 
old as the one to whom a thousand years were as 
a day. The current moment was but a wink of 
God’s eye and the day’s events were no more than 
an evil dream that passes in the darkness. In 
their eyes the only reality was the ever-living 
God. 

If many Jews pointed scornfully at their beards 
these rabbis looked sadly at the_hearts of Jews. 
I had to confess that what Jews have or do not 
have in their hearts is more important than the 
hair on their faces. This dazzling enlightenment 
helped me to tolerate the rabbis’ beards all week.

this country. In a quandary be- 
cause, while they don’t like Willkie 
any more, they still hate Mr.

rvice of Why and How Jewish Religion Declined 
~ IS strange but true and significant that the decline in Jewish 


religion dates from the time that Jews adopted, in great num- 
bers, the theory that Judaism was a religion, and nothing else. 
As long as Jews regarded themselves as a distinct people with 
secular as well as religious interests, Jewish religion flourished. 
But no sooner did they define Judaism as solely a religion, than 
ewish religion deteriorated. In the ages when the Jewish people 
was religiously most creative, the Hebrew language that they spoke 
lacked even a word for religion; today, for great numbers of Jews, 
} Jewish religion has become merely a word. 

What led Jews to make the mistake of limiting Judaism to Jew- 

ish religion was their desire to be recognized as equal citizens 
inthe new national states that were rising after the downfall of 
fudalism. Jewish nationality was a bar to such recognition, but 
mt Jewish religion, for the new theories of nationalism were toler- 
t of religious differences. 
The theory that Judaism was synonymous with Jewish religion 
soon took on two different forms. One of these came to be known 
sReform Judaism. Reform held that only the universal truths 
Jewish religion mattered. These were its essence, and whatever 
Was not essential must be discarded. Its advocates therefore pro- 
ded to strip Judaism of all its forms, particularly of all its 
“cular-national characteristics, such as land, language and law. 
Physicians maintain that it is possible for a man to live with only 
me lung and one kidney, with no stomach and no arms or legs. 
The effort to reduce Judaism to its essentials proved an operation 
that left it just such a helpless torso as that. Today, most leaders 
inReform Judaism realize the need for more affirmative attitude to 
Jewish traditional forms and institutions, but unfortunately it is 
asier to destroy than to reconstruct. 

The other form of the religionist theory was Orthodoxy. In- 
stead of eliminating the secular elements of Jewish civilization 
altogether, Orthodoxy’ tried to make their rention a religious 
dbligation. It regarded Jewish civilization as a way of life which 
Ws divinely revealed, and lence not to be amended by men. This 
tended to petrify Jewish civilization. But conditions compelled 
Manges in the mode of life of Jews. The result has been that the 
hority of the traditional codes has been affirmed in theory but 
diated in practice by most Jews who call themselves Orthodox, 
discrepancy disastrous to the religious spirit.

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Zionist Leaders Here 
Flay Italian Raiders 
For Tel Aviv Attack 


Local Zionist leaders, following 
news of the raids on Tel Aviv, 
which killed 112 and injured more 
than 150 this week, branded the 
Italian air force as wanton mur- 
derers in statements prepared for 


The Jewish Post. 


“Mussolini, socialist of yester- 
year, apparently does not wish to 
be outdone in inhumanities by his 
master henchman and axis part- 
ner,” Daniel Frisch, member of the 
execuiive committee of the Zionist 
Organization of America, and 
president of the Ohio Valley Zion- 
ist District, said. 


“While his pvartner in rape is 
murdering people in London, he 
does his part in Tel Aviv,” Mr. 
Frisch continued. “The reaction of 
the Jewish people will be, I am 
sure, grim determination, that ‘we 
shal! not die’ and Zionism shall 
ultimately be as be it will the 


'crowning glory of Jewish redemp- 


tion.” 


Rabbi Elias Charry, president of 
the Indianapolis Zionist District, 
pointed out that Tel Aviv had no 
defense and was an _ undefended 
city. “Can there be any surprise,” 
Rabbi Charry said, “or even shock 
at the latest news of the bombing 
of Tel Aviv, an undefended city of 
no military value?

enough to make worth while the sacrifices that its preservation 
calls for. It must have some faith with regard to its place in the 
world, some vision of what as a nation it is worth striving for, 
some sense of its own destiny and the destiny of mankind in which 
it is involved. It must have confidence in the possibility of realizing 
its ideals in the reality of a Power both in it and beyond it which 
makes men seek worthwhile aims and helps men attain them; it 
must have, in other words, faith in God.

For years I have heard of the 
excellent Jewish education system 
in Minneapolis, but it was only 
with the resignation last week of 
Dr. George J. Gordon, director of 
the Minneapolis Talmud Torah, that 
the reason for this high standard 
of Jewish education was explained. 
And the explaining is in the char- 
acter of Dr. Gordon. 


In an article in The American 
Jewish World, a short summary of 
Dr. Gordon’s life is given. It seems 
that Dr. Gordon was one of the 
most successful physicians in Min- 
neapolis when in 1928 he took over 
active administration of the Tal- 
mud Torah. He had been chairman 
of the Talmud Torah’s education 
committee from 1896 to 1928. 


George Gordon arrived in New 
York from Lithuania in 1892 at the 
age of eighteen. He worked first 
in a paper box factory, then ped- 
dled picture frames through the 
Shenandoah Valley, and finally in 
1893 wandered west to Minnesota, 
where he turned to Hebrew instruc- 
tion. 


The story is well told in The 
American Jewish World and I 
quote from it verbatim: 


“He entered North high school 
the old Logan—and after two years 
had enough credits to enter medical 
school. It was Jefferson Medical 
college, Philadelphia, one of the 
oldest institutions in the country. 


“In 1900 he was graduated from 
medical schocl. The course then 
had been lengthened to four years. 
He returned to Minneapolis in Ju’y, 
1900, and “hung ort the shingle” 
at 1311 Washington avenue north. 
He was a genera! family physician. 
“Leading the stork” was one of his 
major duties. In covrse of time 
obstetrics became his_ specialty. 
There are some 3,300 folks—some 
not so young now—who got their 
“first slap on the back” from Dr. 
Gordon’s left hand. 


“He continued the practice of 
medicine until 1928. His entry into 
the Talmud Torah administration 
was a case of converting an avoca- 
tion to a vocation. The Talmud 
Torah had been his hobby for near- 
ly 35 years. With an interruption 
of four years, when he was absent 
from Minneapolis, he had been 
chairman of the Talmud Torah’s

young Jewish group almost anywhere in the 
world. 


For Jewish youth the world is constantly chang- 
ing, just as it changes for youth of all shades. 
But the overtones and the conflicts and the dif- 
ferent meanings that this change has for Jewish 
youth involves the problem so confusingly that 
only the broadest concepts apply. 


The broadest concept that might apply is cour- 


age That this is a virtue desirable at all times, 
even in a static world, does not detract from the 
necessity for emphasis at this time. Jewish youth 
will have to fight from now on for every goal it 
hopes to attain, and there is no reason why as 
in the case of the present Jewish adult group this 
fight need be a defensive one. If Jewish youth 
can agree upon the type of world and the values 
in that world that it needs in order to live a full 
and free life, then there is no reason why it has 
to wait until these values and these concepts are 
attacked before it takes action. It can fight now 
to assure itself that the world it will live in will 
be the world it has tried to shape even though 
unsuccessfully,

Long Way Around 


\ oe results of a survey among religious groups 

to determine by psychological tests the degree 
of open-mindedness to change seems to show 
much less than the professor claims for his tests. 
In addition, the choice of the word radical is in 
extremely bad taste, especially right now. Under 
the terms of this test, the businessman who first 
placed an elevator in his department store would 
be classed as a radical. 

But why the psychological test at all? If the 
professor wanted to check the degrees in which 


the religious groups differ in the change factor, 
he could come right out and ask the students what 
they- thought about socialism or democracy or 
communism or conservatism. It seems that those 
tested would be frank enough to answer such 
questions honestly, and certainly the results would 
tally much more closely with actual fact than the 
roundabout method of psychological testing. 

Then too, had another word but “radical” had 
been used; why wouldn’t the receplivity to change 
of the Jew have been a praiseworthy trait.

Chance to Reply Should Be Given Jews by Daily 
Press, B’nai B’rith Magazine Says—From a num- 
ber of B’nai B’rith members we have heard 
protests ag@inst recent publications in the daily 
press and news broadcasts on the radio. These 
had to do with the Nazi declaration that a Hitler 
peace will mean that Jews must get out of all 
Europe. 

We are asked: “Doesn’t this sort of publication 
unwittingly further Hitler propaganda in the free 
press of America? Doesn’t it serve to ally with 
Hitler certain American minds that are already 
hostile to Jews? Is this good in a time when 
America is arming itself physically and spiritual- 
ly to resist the Nazi advance over the world? 

We, too, have felt troubled by this. Yet we 
wonder how a free press may avoid printing what 
obviously is news. A declaration that all Jews 
would be driven out of Europe certainly is news 
when it appears in an official Nazi paper. No 
American desires any suppression of news in a 
free press. 

But, it seems to us, there is an antidote for the 
poison of propagenda that has to be printed when 
it is in the nature of authentic news, Were we 
a newspaper editor, or the manager of one of the 
news distr. buting agencies, we would accompany 
such rews with statements of responsible Jews. 

In fact, it has always been the practice of news- 
pepers to give an individval who is publicly de- 
famed a chance to reply side by side with the 
defamatory piece. Is it any less defamation when 
a people is defamed by the implications of a 
declaration that they are to be made to clear out?

The fact of the mater is that the Jews of Hart- 
ford have not supported their Talmud Torahs and 
are not doing it adequately now. They are not 
supporting their synagogues as they could and 
should. They have not provided a recreational 
center for their young people. And any attempt 
to create new institutions to saddle on to the 
community and to expect others to pay for such 
fads as they may wish to indulge themselves, is 
a mark of irresponsibility and lack of realism,
